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DETAILED ACTION 

Receipt and entry of Applicant's Preliminary Amendment dated August 31, 2006 is 
acknowledged. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art fails to 
disclose or render obvious the claimed combination including comparator means for comparing the 
temperature level with a safety threshold value for the turbine of the turbocharger so that in the 
event of the threshold value being exceeded while applying the second level strategy, the feed 
means are controlled so as to regulate at least one of the engine operation control parameters 
progressively so as to reduce the temperature level in the exhaust line, and if the temperature 
level does not drop below the threshold value at the end of a predetermined first time period, the 
feed means are controlled to switch over to the first level strategy, and if the temperature level in 
the exhaust line still does not drop below the safety threshold value at the end of a second time 
period, the feed means are controlled to stop the regeneration strategy.
